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Takasi Yamazaki t : An Old Cultivated Race, Hibiscus mutabilis ‘Shichimen-fuyo’ 
(Malvaceae) 


Summary: An old cultivated race of Hibiscus 
mutabilis L., Shichimen-fuyo, was found by Mrs. 
Fusako Yamazaki at the Shinjuku Gyoen Natio¬ 
nal Garden several years ago. The race was illus¬ 
trated in color by Kan-en Iwasaki: Honzo Zufu 
(1828). It is a rather rare cultivar and hoped to be 
conserved for future, although its flowers are per¬ 
haps too small for ornamentation as a garden 
Hibiscus.
